I. Courses 

a. hfidcareer Course 

The course scheduled to begin on 6 November he# an enrollment 
of 30; the average age Is 3S.

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The course, as usual, will open with the Grid, Because Election 
Day fails within the opening week, each student was reminded to make his 
own arrangements to vote —if he wishes to vote — by absentee ballot. 

b. Operational Indoctrination Course 

The first running of the course especially tailored for TSD officers 
ended Monday, lb October. (The Monday close-out was due to the Columbus 
Day holiday. \ This course was designed to familiarise TSD technicians 
with field operational problems and techniques, with a goal to enhance both 
their effectiveness in support of operations and their own security and that 
of the field stations they support. Most of the fifteen students in the class 
had scientific and engineering backgrounds. A TSD operations officer sat 
in on the two-week instruction to clarify Internal TSD problems as they re- 
lated to subjects discussed among the instructors and students. 

c. FSl's International Narcotics Control Course 

In a follow-up meeting on the first presentation of the course,

the Operations School about the Agency's two-day 
contribution to the course. He had no comments of substance that had not 
already been recognised in the School's earlier evaluation. It is clear that 
too much was covered, which left too little time for questions. These are 
aspects that can rather easily be brought into line for the next presentation, 
which is for Europe-bound officers, and begins on 25 October. CIA’s 
portion will he given on 1 and 2 November.

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scheduled for the afternoon's program. The interest of the group In the 
Agency’s role obviously waa great and the questions were particularly 
sharp and penetrating.
